The oil was press­ 
ed from the peanuts by the Boswell 
cotton oil plant, which is owned by 
the D urant cotton Oil company. The 
D urant company has bought all the 
peanuts th at have been offered in 
this section and shipped to the Bos­ 
well plant. 
This peanut oil is very rich and 
digestible and is utilized in m aking 
oleom argarine, butterine ami a high- 
grade salad dressing. It is also ta k ­ 
ing place of olive oil to a great ex­ 
tent at this time, owing to the short­ 
age on im ports of the olive product. 
The farm ers of this section are plan­ 
ning to plant a large acreage of pea­ 
nuts next year as the cotton oil com­ 
pany has found th at it can furnish a 
staple m arket for the nuts.

London, Dec. 13.— W inter in the 
Dardanelles is proving to be a sever*.* 
test for the A ustralians and Turks 
alike. R euter’s correspondent a t this 
front reports th at the first blizzard of 
early December found the T urks en­ 
tirely unprepared. It was necessary 
for them to evacuate several positions 
as the trenches were flooded.
